TO THE PUBLIC. 


Y chief motive for this publication 
is to produce ſome authenticated 
facts of the utility, and happy eſſects, of 
my peculiar remedy in ſchirrhous tumours, 
or cancerous complaints, by which the 
public may form an honeft judgment of 
my abilities, from inconteſtible proofs of 
my ſucceſs in the above diſorder, without 
cutting ; at the ſame time, I could wiſh 
not more for my own ſake, than in com- 
paſſion to others, to call forth the at-

MELMOTH GUY. 


Old Bond-Street, 
Jan. 1777. 
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RS. Jounson, at the Italian Ware- 
houſe, in the Hay-Market, had 
been aſſlicted with an indurated tumour, 
ſituated in the right breaſt, near the 
Axilla, ſor the ſpace of nine years, the 
glands were naturally become enlarged, 
and extremely painful when examined, 
or upon the leaſt irritation.

Schraeter, at Pereraſt-Hall, near Chert- 
ſey, deſired my aſſiſtance, (by the re- 
queſt of his maſter) for a cancerous fun- 
gus, which was formed upon the ſter- 
num, near the tendon of the maſtoid 
muſcle, and the upper part of the pec- 
toral; he had been a long time under 
the care of another ſurgeon, but without 
gaining much benefit.
